Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 26.—Six sus- 
pects are still being held tonight 
in connection with the explosion of 
the bomb which dealt death to nine 
members of Milwaukee's police force 


The Rev. August Giuliana, pastor of 
the Italian Evangelical church, where 
the bomb was found, and against whom 
it is believed the instrument was 
aimed, arrived ‘this afternoon from 
Markesan, where he held services Sun- 
day, and went immediately to police 
headquarters, where he had a confer- 
ence with Chief Janssen. Later he 
conferred with the federal authorities. 
He declared the bomb was the result 
of an anti-American plot. 

Victims Were Aiding U. 8. 

Police officials said at least three of 
the slain detectives had recently been 
assigned to special duty with the fed- 
eral department. These men, it was 
said, had worked under direction of 
Hinton G. Clabaugh in Chicago. ‘The 
deaths of these men is considered a 
powerful blow to the government cam- 
paign against anti-American activi- 
ties here.

Talks of School Taxes 
and of “Big Bill’s’’ 
Senate Hopes. 


Jacob M. Loeb, leader of the school 
board minority, issued a statement 
yesterday calling attention to the plan 
of the “solid six” to secure more 
money for the board’s majority to 
spend, through an increase in taxes. 
He discussed school matters and also 
“Big Bills” campaign for United 
State senator, and said the move of 
the “ solid six’ niay become a “ nation- 
wide scandal.” 

President Edwin S. Davis has asked 
that he be permitted to appoint a 
committee to go to Springfield for the 
purpose of getting the tax rate in- 
creased by the legislature if there 
should be a special] session. 


Loeb’s Statement. . 


Mr. Loeb’s statement reads, in part: 
“ When two years ago a similar step 
Was contemplated, I opposed action 
until after a committee on efficiency 
and economy had been appointed. 
After investigation of expenditures it 
was found that savings were possible 
so that a sum less than that originally 
fixed was asked from the legislature. 

“If the business of the Chicago pub- 
lic schools were administered in a 
businesslike and- efficient manner, our 
children would receive a better educa- 
tion, employés would receive larger 
salaries, with sick benefits, insurance 
and pensions, besides which, taxpayers 
would pay less taxes and the board 
of education would have a surplus at 
the end of the vear. 

“In May, 1915, the tax rate was 
raised by legislative enactment from 
$1.05 to $1.20. One and one-half millions 
of dollars additional became available 
annually for school purposes. Since 
1915, by decisions of the courts in the 
contested lease cases; $840,000 is to be 
paid the school board for back rent 
and $360,000 annually added to its in- 
come.

Cream of Carrot Soup. 


Milk’ or cream soups are not quite 
a universal panacea for all distempers, 
but nearly. When one is fatigued there 
is nothing better for them than a 
cream soup. Cream soups are invalu- 
able when one has a cold or any other 
mucous trouble. Cream soups give 
} the best sort of nourishment when we 
-have but weak digestive powers, no 
matter what the occasion. . 

This is all said with the proviso, “if 
they are. well cooked.” Most of the 
cream soups are thickened in making, 
but not all need be. To save butter 
when we are using a good whole milk 
we may use a teaspoon of granulated 
tapioca to each cup of milk, cooking 
the two together until the tapioca is 
clear or gelatinized before adding the 
strained or mashed vegetable for a 
finish. A little butter or cream finally 
enriches the soup to taste, and calori- 
cally.

A cream of carrot soup is easy to 
make because the milk does not need 
to be thickened. Plain hot milk added 
to the mashed carrot is all that is 
necessary. But the carrot must be 
cooked in the most agreeable sort of a 
way. It may be steamed and mashed 
or cooked in the way glazed carrots 
are. When carrots are to be steamed 
they do not need to be scraped first, 
since when they are cooked the skin 
may be so easily slipped off with the 
back of the knife. Mashed carrots 
seasoned with a little butter, salt, 
and pepper, and possibly a little onion 
juice, are a superfine vegetable. 
~o- 


To glaze carrots for no end of dif- 
ferent services scrape, wash, and slice 
thin a bunch of carrots, add a table- 
spoon of sugar, a tablespoon or two 
of clarified beef dripping if you cannot 
afford butter, and a half cup of cold 
water and cook until tender over a 


boils. People do add as much as a pint 
of water and cook it all away in a half 
hour with the cover off. For some 
uses a meat stock replaces the water. 
Simply mash these carrots and add 
milk until they are of the right con- 
‘sistency for a soup of the right thick- 
ness. Much more -milk can be added 
if the whole of the carrot is used, but 
a soup of perhaps finer appearance 
can be made if it is finally put through 
a strainer. |

if we eat cream soups and good solid 
starchy dishes 
tables. The potato dishes are less sol- 
id, but with cream or cheese can be 
rought up to a high nutritive power. 
To try to get on by eating a greater 
bulk of vegetables on our meatless day 
if we do not know how to combine 
them is not satisfactory. “A dinner 
of herbs” may mean a sleepless night, 
without a realization of why, if the 
herbs are not judiciously combined. 
With milk or rice ideally comfortable 
as well as nourishing dishes can be 
made. 

Any man or woman who has a sileep- 
less night should think over what he 
had to eat the day before, perhaps for 
several days before. But people who 
keep’ themselves in good trim do not 
need to think back far. Too bulky an 
intestinal content is a frequent cause 
of sleeplessness. No one needs to try 
the experiment more than a few times 
to avoid such dinners.
